Figure 1 1 B provides a visual representation of the infusion of different types of 
fluids into a patient. The algorithm represented by this picture demonstrates that the 
apparatus is inherently capable of suspending the delivery of one fluid while maintaining 
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delivery of another fluid. Therefore, the examiner would like applicant to address why 
the apparatuses disclosed by the evidence in question, are not inherently capable of 
performing the limitations addressed in the pending claims, and more specifically, in the 
amendments presented in the reply of 10/03/2005 .
